California’s week end consecutive 
days was decided upon after Fish 
end Game Commissioners J. ale 
Gentry, I. Zellerbach and Earl B. 
Gilmore had made a careful study 
of the waterfowl situation in Cali- 
fornia, and after conferences with 
sportsmen, organized ‘and unorgan- 
ized. They decided two days for 
eleven weeks would give the hunter 
plenty of time to get limits and at 
the same time conserve the supply 
of birds that light in this state. 
They reduced the total days each 
state might take by over 25 per 
cent, though there was some 
protest at first, all true sportsmen 
the justice of the po- 
commissioners.

LAST DISTRICT TO OPEN 
FOR DEER SEASON ON 
SEPTEMBER SIXTEENTH 


SAN FRANCISCO—September 16th 
will mark the opening of the last of 
the year’s deey seasons, when the 
Sierra districts will be thrown open 
from September 16 to October 15. 
The districts are designated as 1,1- 
3-4, 414, 23 and 25 and extend gen- 
erally east of the two rivers to the 
eastern boundary of the state, and 
taking in all morth eastern counties 
and Inyo and Mono counties on the 
south.

Hunting license sales have increased 
during the past two weeks, and buy-, 
ergs announce they are going after 
the tooth-some dove. 

This year the Qtate Fish and 
Game Commission announces that 
hunting will be permitted during the 
day between a half hour before sun- 
rise and a half hour after sundown. 

The daily bag limit is 15 birds, 
with a possession of 15, and it is 
illegal to kill more than 30 doves 
per week. 

All districts open on the first of 
the month, and shooting is confined 
in all districts to one month, with 
the exception of the southern Cmi- 
fornia districts of 4, 414, 4 3-4, which 
will enjoy two months of open sea- 
son. These latter districts include 
the counties of: San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los Ange- 
les, San Bernardino, Orangs, San 
Diego, Imperial, Inyo and Mono, & 
the estern portion of Kern county.
